Revision of Aréa for 1926.—The forecasted area under jute in 1926 
was probably an under-estimate, and the total for the three Provinces has 
been revised to 3,846,200 acres, as against 3,629,994 acres given in the 
Final Forecast in 1926. 


~~ Area in 1927.—The estimated area of jute in the three Proviices in the 


present season is 3,382,100 acres, a decrease of 464,100 acres, or about 
12 per cent. over the revised figure for last year.

The Preliminary Forecast deals only with estimates of area sown 


and the condition of the crop at the time of publication of the Forecast. 
The estimates of axea are based on information received through the 
Collectors from the Revenue staff; also from Panchayets and Agricultural

Revision of Area.—In 1926 the forecasted area was 3,171,000 acres. 
This has since been revised on the basis of actual deliveries, to 3,363,200 
acres. 


Area sown in 1927.—In Bengal, district returns for the present season 
show a total area of 2,963,200 acres, a decrease of about 400,000 acres, or 
about 12 per cent, as compared with the revised final figures for 1926. 

Character of the Season.—On the whole the season has been a favour- 
able one, as early rains facilitated timely sowing over a large tract in 
Eastern and Northern Bengal. In Western Bengal; also in Rajshahi, 
Malda and Dinajpur, dry weather somewhat hindered sowings. Later, - 
when favourable conditions supervened in Western Bengal, excessive rain 
did some damage to the growing crop in Noakhali, parts of Tippera and 
Faridpur; also in Jalpaiguri. Appreciable damage ei also been done to 
oe srinni crop in Eastern Bengal by an exceptional rise of the rivers in 
early June. 


Present state of the Crop.—Little or no damage by insects has been 
reported to. With the exceptions referred to above, the present condition of 
the crop may be regarded as satisfactory on the whole. 


Stocks.—Appreciable stocks oftfibre from last year’s crop are reported 
from parts of Nadia, Murshidabad, Burdwan, Rangpur, Dacca and Tippera. 
Other districts report comparatively little.

where it was below the normal, In April the AT was below the normal 
everywhere, and in May rainfall was below the normal everywhere except 
Champaran and Purnea, where it was above the normal. In ‘June rain fell 
in all the jute districts—in Champaran and Muzaffarpur it was light, but 
there was a heavy fall in Purnea. 


4. District returns.—The total area under jute is estimated by ‘Dis- 
trict Officers in round figures at 191,000 acres as against 295,400 ‘acres, 
their revised figure of the last year. But these estimates have proved to he 
very much: too low in recent years, and I have reason to believe that' the area 
sown in the current. year will be weroey 241,000 acres as shown 
above. The decrease is due to low price fetched by the crop last year, 


5. Condition and prospects.—The condition of the erop-is good. 


6. General.—The quantity of jute which remains in the jute districts 
from the crops of 1926 is reported to be small except in Bhagalpur.
